American “Neutrality” 


NO say that the attention of the 
world is now focussed on the 
debate taking place in Congress on 
US, Neutrality in relation to. the 
present wir in Europe {s but to make 
n statement of fact. The final decl- 
sion of Congress is of the most vital 
importance; to Great Britaln and 
France, on one side af the conflict, 


J} and to Germany on the other. 


The protagonists are Senator Key 
Pittman, Chairman of the Forelgn 
Relations Committee, who. sponsors 
the Bill—called the Neutrality Rev!- 
sion Bill—which gives the President 
of the United States power to litt 
the Arms Embargo; and Senator 
William Bornh, who opposes the 
Bill. 

Both parties are agreed on one 
issue--to keep the United States out 
of war. But in regurd-to the best 
method of doing so, they are as wide 
apurt us the poles, And on the 
ability of Borah and ‘Pittman to 
antisfy- Congress -will- the-main-issue 
be decided. : 

However much Americans may 
deplore it and hawever hard they 
try, they cannot be “neutral” in the 
strictest sense of the word. They 
have more monetary gold than all 
the rest of the world, They have 
the greatest Industrial set-up in the 
world with potentially the greatest 
output, They have the greatest 
store and widest range of. raw 
materlals—with the possible excep- 
tlon of Soviet Russia, which is now 
making her stocks availnble to Nazi 
Germany. Whatever they do, or 
don't do, with their stupendous 
power, they cannot fail to swing the 
world balance perceptibly one way 
or the other, whether they Uke it 
or not, 

They will be unneutral if they act 
and they will be unneutral if they 
do nothing whatever, Why 1s this 
so? Let us examine the position,

{he existing Iaw and place on em- 
bargo on munitions ~to' both sides 
alike, It would not hurt Germany, 
only Britain, France and théir allies.

.Wwarld $s now focussed on the 
debate taking place in Congress on 
U.S. Neutrality {n relation to the 
present war in Europe is but to make 
a statement of fact.

Anxious Cansideration 


After full and anxious considera- 
tion of the Interesting arguments on

take to be sufficient, thea Act, pro- 
vided {hat every such acknowledg- 
ment must be In writlng signed by

It thus recognised the principle
